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In  accordance)  with  the  transition  of  the  Sino- Japanese  Incident 
(t bo  new  situation  after  the  captures  of  Hankow  and  Canton),  the  Eonpye 
Cabinet,  .in  order  to  decide  on  the  future  policy  toward  China,  decided 
to  ask  the  Emperor  to  convoke  a  council  ip.  the  Imperial  presence 
equivalent  to  the  council  in  the  Imperial  presence  held  on  January  II 
of  this  year. 

Previous  to-  this,  in  the  cabinet  meeting  held  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  28th  of  this  month,  the  fundamental  policy  for  the  adjustment  of 
Slno-Jnp.--neoo  relations  in  rogard  to  the  establishment  of  the  New  Order 
in  East  Asia  which  wr>B  for  some  time  being  prepared  in  the  Five  Ministers* 
Conference  was  discussed  and  decided.  From  9:00  A.M.  of  the  29th  an 
extraordinary  session  of  the  Advisory  Council  wps  held  in  the  Prime 
Minister's  official  residence  and  matters  decided  by  yesterday's 
Cabinet  meeting  were  diecusood  and  approved,  at  2:55  P.K.  of  the  same 
day.  Prime  Minister  Konoyo  took  the  original  bill  to  tho  Imperial  Palace 
and  from  3:30  to  4:39  priva.toly  reported  and  explained  it  to  the  Emporor. 
On  that  occasion,  the  Prime  Minister  expressed  his  opinion  that  he  would 
like  to.  have  this  Council  in  the  Imperial  presence  managed  in  the  same 
way  as  the  Council  in  the  Imperial  presence  of  January  11.  Therefore, 
ho  asked,  mo  to  . investigate  the  situation  at  tho  time  /of  tho  council  of 
January  11/.  Thio  /council/  differo  Only  in  tho  following  reboots: 

When  the  Pgimo  Minister  was  received  in  audience  by  tho  Emperor  on  the 
29th,  the  Prime  Minister  himself  asked  the  Emperor's  permission  t« 
allow  him)  to  assume  the  position  as  chairman  of  the  Council.  This 
matter  had  been  decided  after  a  discussion  with  the  Lord  K  epor  of  the 
Privy  Sorl  in  the  Imperial  Palace.  (On  the  arovious  occasion,  the  Lord 
Keepor  of  the  Privy  Seel  reported  privately  to  the  Emperor  that  the 
Prime  Minister  would  bo  the  chairman  pnd  on  the  day  /of  the  meeting  of 
the  council/  Imperial  permission  was  again  obtained.) 

November  30  (Wednesday) 

At  10:35  A.M. ,  the  Emperor  appeared  from  the  inner  chamber. 

The  Primo  Minister  went  before  his  Imperial  presence  and  said, 

"With  your  approval,  I  shall  tpke  charge  of  the  duty  of  expediting  the 
proceedings. "  Remaining  in  that  position,  he  faced  the  floor  and 
announced,  "The  Council  will  now  come  to  order.”  He  then  returned  to 
his  seat  and  in  a  standing  position,  ho  said  to  the  effect  that  ho  had 
requested  the  Emperor  to  convoke  tho  Council  in  the  Imperial  presence  * 
because  a  policy  had  been  established  to  cope  with  the  change  in  tho 
situation  which  had  taken  place  einco  the  Council  in  tho  Imperial 
presence  of  January  11,  that  he  would  like  to  hoar  their  opinions  on 
the  original  bill  and  that  the  Foroign  Minister  would  explain  the 
original  bill.  He  then  eat  down. 
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Next,  the  Foreign  Hluieter  rose  and  explained  the  original  hill 
(actually,  ho  read  it).  Then  the  Prime  Minister  rose  and  said  that 
since  ho  had  been  notifiod  that  both  Their  Highnesses,  the  Chiofs  of 
the  Army  General  Staff  and  the  Navy  Gonornl  Staff  and  President  of  tho  . 
Privy  Council  HiranJi.ua  would  like  to  express  their  opinions,  he  would 
like  to  have  them  express  their  opinions  in  order.  H1b  Highnoss,  the 
Chief  #f  the  Naval  General  Staff,  howovor,  was  nbsont  because  of  illness, 
Thoreforo,  .His  Highness,  the  Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff,  rose  and 
expressed  tho  opinUnc  of  both  Chiefs  of  tho  General  Staffs  at  one 
time.  During  this  timo,  the  Vice-Chief  of  the  Naval  General  Staff 
stood  at  his  seat* 

Next,  President  of  tho  Privy  Council  Hiranuma  rone  and  made  the 
introductory  remark  that  although  this  speech  would  not  take  tho  form 
of  a  quostion,  since  he  entertained  some  desires  he  would  add  thorn 
in  his  spooch.  He  said  that  it  would  be  vory  satisfactory  if  ho  could 
rocoivo  answers  to  them.  He  then  oxpressod  his  opinion  in  an  intorrogar- 
tory  nAturo  on  eight  articles.  Tho  Primo  Minister  rose  and  answered 
thAt  ho  was  generally  of  the  same  opinion  and  said  that  since  they 
would  servo  as  reference,  he  had  listened  attentively.  He  furthor 
statod  that  he  would  hAVo  each  responsible  Minister  give  a  detailed 
explanation.  Kis  Highnoss,  the  Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff,  rose 
end  said  that  he  would  have  tho  Vico-Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff 
give  an  explanation.  ■  Then  the  VicohChief  of  tho  Army  General  Staff,'''* 
the  Foreign  Minister,  the  Finance  Minister  and  the  Home  Minister  each 
stood  by  his  respective  oeat  and  respectively  gave  his  explanation. 

Vith  this,  since  there  were  no  other  epepkurs,  the  Prime  Minister 
rose  and  announced  that  if  there  were  no  other  speeches,  he  would 
consider  that  the  original  bill  had  been  approved.  He  then  went  before 
the  iknperor  and  reported  to  him  that  the  meeting  was  over.  At  11|52  A.K. 
the  xhiporor  entered  the  Inner  chamber.  Then  His  Highness,  the  Chief  of 
the  Army  General  Staff,  immediately  after  signing  his  name  on  tho 
original  bill,  retired.  And  each  Minister  also  rotirod  after  signing 
his  name* 


(Additional  remark:  It  is  roported  that  on  the  afternoon  of  • 
November  29  Foreign  Minister  Arita  visited  President  of  tho 
Privy  Council  Hiranuma  and  explained  tho  contents  of  the 
subject  under  discussion.)

At  his  request,  the  President  of  the  Privy  Council  gave  his 
opinion  as  por  annexod  document.  In  regard  to  tho  Supremo  Command  Aifairs, 
the  Vice-Chiof  of  tho  Genoral  Staff,  acting  for  tho  Chiof  of  tho  Goneral 
Staff,  replied  and  in  regard  to  tho  general  political  affairB,  tho  .oraian 
Minister,  tho  Minister  of' Finance  ana  tho  Homo  Minister  gavo  thoir  rospectivo 
replies.  In  conclusion  tho  Premier  reportod  to  His  Majesty  that  the  bill 
was  passed.  *  • 

Tho  Emporor  withdrew  to  tho  Innor  Palace. 

The  Ooi.ncil  was  adjourned  at  about  lit 50. 
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Tha  eist  of  the  Foroign  Minister' a  roply  to  the-  opinion  expressed  by  the 
President  of  the  Privy  Council  is  as  follows: 

1.  As  to  Mengkiang,  it  ie  necessary  for  us  to  admit  ito  poworf'il 
eolf  government,  ovon  apart  from  our  objoct  of  anti-Communism.  In 
this  regard,  it  is  neoossary  for  us,  as  stated  in  tho  Presidents 
opinion,  to  recognize  a  powerful  nolf-governrfOnt  in  foonfikian£:,  in 
view  of  tho  dusirc  of  people  living  within  its  territory,  as  well 
as  its  continuity  with  Kanchukuo.  Wo  stated  anti- Communism  and  go 
on,  hut  this  was  done  only  for  the  ourposo  of  indicating  tho  most 
important  object. 

2.  Of  tho  oroblome  rognrding  extraterritoriality  and  settlements: 

As  ro< ards  extraterritoriality,  it  is  obvious  thrt  it  is  especially 
necessary  to  push  mat  tors  by  slow  degrees.  The  settlement  retro¬ 
cession  problem  does  not  mean  that  Japan  only  should  rotrocedo  her 
settlements,  but  it  ‘roes  without  saying  thpt.  In  case  of  our  doing 
so,  we  should  do  so  only  aft or  having  induced  the  vrr ious  European 
countries  too  to  follow  suit. 

3.  In. tho  light  o'f  tho  President's  ooinion  on  ovory  item  in  regard 
to  tho  main  adjusting  orinciples,  especially  in  regard  to  tho  ha.nd» 
ling  of  the  economical  problem:  With  retard  to  tho  headline  of 
economica.1  problems  in  China,  tho  Government  is,  of  course,  deter¬ 
mined  to  carry  them  out  from  the  viewooint  of  tho  outablishmont  of 
a  llow  Order  in  East  Asia.  But  wo  should,  of  course,  adopt  measures 
so  that  we  may,  bo  fax  as  po&  ible,  avoid  any  excosBivo  intomational 
friction  caused  by  this  Government's  execution  of  tho  said,  plan  and 
wo  are  going  to  transact  the  oroblems  mentioned  in  tho  main  adjust¬ 
ing  principlos  in  a  way  that  tho  occasion  may  doernd.  In  rogaxd 

to  the  economical  relations  especially,  we  intend  to  adopt  the 
policy  as  specified  at  tho  end  of  tho  main  orinciples,  so  that  wo 
oxpoct  to  avoid  tha  vorst,  such  •,-\s  economic  blockade,  otc. ,  and 
also  believe  that  wo  must  do  everything  so  as  to  avoid  them. 

Moreover,  tho  Kinistor  of  Finance  gave  an  answer  that  ho  thought  there  was 
no  alternative  than  to  a.dopt  tho  production  expansion  policy  toward  Europe 
and  America,  but  as  tho  expansion  of  oroduction  itsolf  wps  a  question  of 
time,  noasuro8  would  hnvo  to  be  takon,  as  stated  by  tho  Foreign  Minister, 
so  as -to  avoid,  so  far  as  possible  during  tho  time,  any  economic  sanctions 
by  Britain,  Amorica,  otc.  Iho  Home  Minister  remarked  that  he  was  reso  vod 
to  take  oropor  measures  so  as  to  enforce  a  still  stricter  control  in  tho 
future.

This  draft  is  not  bad  in  its  object,  but  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  it 
will  not  be  totally  devoid  of  obstacles  whon  putting  it  into  practice. 

It  is  noedloss  to  say  that  wo  ought  to  endeavor  to  accomplish  the  con¬ 
templated  aims  by  removing  all  the  obstaclos. 

Looking  over  the  subjocto  contained  in  this  draft,  the  majority  require 
tho  conclusion  of  agreements  with  the  now  regime  that  will  be  set  up  in 
China,  in  tho  future,  end  thore  are  not  a  few  that  will  seriously  affect 
tho  interosts  of  tho  Third  Powers.  Thorefore,  though  we  are  prepared  in 
general,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  will  becomo  necessary  to  use 
our  discretion  by  taking  the  opinions  of  tho  New  Regime  into  considerat .on 
and  by  considering  the  relations  with  tho  Third  Powers. 

I  think  there  are  some  premieos  which  noed  to  be  considered  in  tho  carry¬ 
ing  out  of  the  subject  onumeratod  in  this  dfaft.  The  first  is  the  public 
peace  measures  in  China.  Evon  i&side.of  the  areas  occupied  by  our  forces, 
thore  aro  still  found  tho  activities  of  parts  of  tho  Communist  forces 
anc:.  tho  regular  forces  and  of  the  nativo  bandits.  Unless  we  suppress 
them  or  make  them  pledge  allegiance  to  us  all  our  measures,  especially 
the  economic  measures  may  not  become  able  to  bo  pushed.  So,  as  a  pre¬ 
requisite,  I  cannot  help  ardently  wishing  for  the  immediate  restoration 
of  the  public  peace.  The  second  is  tho  winning  over  of  tho  confidence 
of  tho  pooplo  in  China.  If  wo  fail  to  win  the  hearts  of  the  people,  none 
Of  the  moasures  can  last  long  evon  though  they  may  succoed  for  the  time 
being.  It  is  thorefore  of  urgent  necessity  to  deviso  moasures  wheroby 
our  benovolont  spirit  may  bo  realized  by  tho  Chinese  pooplo  at  largo. 

Wfyon  it  becomes  evident  that  they  can  load  their  lives  tranquilly  in  tho 
areas  occupied  by  our  forces,  tho  pooplo  at  largo  will  bo  certain  to 
pledge  allogiance  to  us.  And,  if  tho  people  at  largo  should  submit  to 
us,-  the  anti-Japanese  propaganda  of  the  intelligentsia  class  will  become 
futile.  The  third  is  to  pay  doep  consideration  to  the  establishment  of 
the  New  Chinose  regime.  I  think  that  it  is  better  that  the  establishment 
,.sf  tho  New  Regime  should  be  based,  as  regards  formality,  as  a  spontaneous 
measure  on  the  part  of  tho  Chinese.  But,  in  reality,  it  will  have  to  . 
dopend  on  tho  guidance  and  assistance  of  our  Government.  Our  Government, 
in  the  course  of  thq  guidance  and  assistance  thereof,  should  administer 
matters  through  stern  but  kindly  Justice,  and  while  on  the  one  hand, 
the  Chinose  people,  by  acknowledging  our  sincerity,  must  bo  lod.to  rise 
up  with  inspiration,  they  must,  on  t.o  other  hand,  bo  lod  to  realize 
that  thoy  cannot  turn  ag~inst  us.  If  thoy  suspect  or  look  down  upon 
ua,  oucco88  cannot  be  achieved.  The  authorities  concerned  munt  bo  pre¬ 
pared  not  to  commit  a  single  error  in  thin  respect.

All  the  matters  enumerated  under  this  paragraph  are  reasonable*  But,  I 
think  that  vfcile  they  are  roaaonablo  there  will  he  obstacles  in  thoir 
being  carried  out.  The  greatest  obstacle,  I  think,  lies  in  the  relations 
with  the  Third  Powers. 

Tho  Japan-Manchukuo-China  cooporntion  excites  Third  Powers  not  a  little. 
There  is  tho  danger  of  suspicion  arising  that  tho  forming  of  an  economic 
bloc  conjointly  by  Japan,  Manchukuo  and  China  is  n  preamble  to  driving 
tho  Third  PoverB  out  of  China  economically.  To  clear  this  suepicion, 
it  1 8  neodloss  to  say,  is  quito  necessary.  However,  the  ooonomic 
cooperation  among  tho  throe  countries  is  not  of  such  a  nature  that  it 
will  not  affect  the  rights  and  intercuts  of  tho  Third  Powers.  In  othor 
words  ,  as  is  shown  in  tho  last  pago  *f  thlB  draft,  it  is  natural  that 
the  economic  activities  and  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Third  Powers 
in  China  will  become  restricted  automatically.  This  result  is  an  inevit¬ 
ability  for  tho  establishment  of  Now  Eastorn  Asia,  and  any  Powers,  once 
they  rocognize  the  position  of  our  country,  should  tolorato  it  a3  a 
matter  of  course.  Our  country,  by  r overling  the  facts  and  reasons, 
must  endoavor  to  emphasize  the  reason  of  this  inevitability,  end  to 
make  tho  Third  Powers  rofloct  on  the  matter.  If  the  Third  Powers, 
notwithstanding  this,  should  fail  to  recognize  our  sincerity  and  should 
unduly  adopt  retaliatory  measures,  we  must  possess  measures  for  dealing 
with  thorn  resolutely.  On  considering  matters  from  the  present  world 
conditions,  it  is  evident  that  no  TJiird  Power  would  venture  to  oppose 
Us  immediately  by  military  operations.  But  a  change  in  tho  situation 
is  unavoidable.  There  is  no  vouchsafing  that  trouble  may  not  arise 
some  day',  coupled  with  other  causes.  It  is  necessary,  needless  to  say, 
to  already  adopt  counter-moasuros  how  In .order  to  be  prepared  for  same.  .. 

As  for  economic  ’retaliation,  there  is  tho  danger  of  same  corning  immedia¬ 
tely.  .It  is  an  important  natter  for  diplomacy  to  adopt  noasurqs  so  that 
such  a  phonomenon  shall  not  occur.  At  the  Bnme  timo,  I  cannot  help  . 
fooling  it  urgent  to  etudy  how  to  encounter  it  in  the  ov.nt  of  such,  an 
oacurence.  In  this  respect,  I  ardently  wish  tho  authorities  concerned 
to  prepare  themselves  thoroughly.

The  foregoing  represents  the  substance  of  my  opinion  concerning  tho 
matters  enumerated  in  the  outline.  Besides  those,  I  wish  to  say  word  about 
the  problem  of  domestic  administration  in  connection  with  the  foregoing. 
Indoed,  no  ope  can  fail  to  keenly  fool  tho  oxtromoly  costly  sacrifice 
made  by  our  country  in  thie  Incident.  Tho- national  funo.s  that  hevo  been 
disbursed  amount  to  a  colossal  sum.  The  officers  and  men  who  have  been  sent 
to  tho  foreign  lands  have  been  faithful  to  the  Ibporor  and  the  country  by 
sacrificing  their  lives,  and  the  pooplo  at  the. home  front  have  loyally 
served  their  country  by  enduring  all  hardships. 

Among  the  people- of  our  country  it  io  not  unlikely  that  some  may 
not,  by  considering  the  costly  sacrifice, . oxpoot  matters  evon  beyond 
the  ones  specified  in  the  Outline,  and  night  possibly,  out  of  dissatis¬ 
faction,  engage  in  riotous  conduct  by  going  boyond  the  normal  course  of 
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the  090  hand,  by  the  diffusion  of  enli^{enm^t^d,.tla'trappre«»ihi>>M»f - 
dangerous  conduct,-  On  the  other  hand  by  strict  control,.  we  met  endeavor 
to  prevent  any  unforeseen  misfortune.  •  This  io  indeed.,.  >n  important  'dutjr  •

Based  mainly  upon  the  view  thus  expressed  by  the  Lord  Koeper  of 
the  Privy  Seal,  wo  advised  the  Chief  of  the  Cabinet  General  Affairs 
Section  as  to  our  view,  pointing  out  to  him  the  advisability  of 
arranging  matters  in  such  a  way  as  to  ask  the  Emperor  to  he  present 
in  the  liaison  conference  of  the  Imperial  Headquarters.  The  Cabinet 
authorities  admitted  this  as  being  reasonable,  and  replied  that  they 
would  thoroughly  discuss  this  matter  with  the  Premier. 

The  Chief  of  the  General  Affairs  Section  of  the  Cabinet  explained 
the  matter  thoroughly  also  to  the  Premier.  There  was,  however,  in  the 
Cabinet  a  Cabinet  Council  Decision,  re  liaison  between  the  Imperial 
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Headquarters  and  the  Government,  which  is  shown  separately.  In  this 
decision  there  are  passages,  nAs  regards  matters  of  special  urgency 
and  importance,-  we  shall  beg- of- -Hio  Majesty  to  hold.  an. Imperial 
Conference",  and  again,  "Those  whom  His  Majesty  names  according  to 
the  necessity  shall  attend",  In.  addition  to  the  Cabinet  members  end 
the  Chiefs  of  the  Army  and  Naval  General  Staffs.  In  substance,  accord¬ 
ingly,  it  would  do  if  we  ask  His  Majesty  to  attend  the  Liaison  Council 
of  the  Imperial  Headquarters.  5xit  -"an  Imperial'  Conference"  .£e  the 
wording  and  such  conferences  were  held  three'  times  up  to  that  day  in 
this  connection.'  Fro*  these  facts,  they  proposed  that  they  wished  to 
hold  an  Imperial  Conference  this  time  too,  and  to  have  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  persons  adc.ed  to  the  /TN:  usual/  participants.  (It  soems  an 
understanding  was  obtained  from  the  Lord  Keener  of  the  Privy  Seal  by 
the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Cabinet  and  by  the  Premier  too.) 


We  got  the  views  of  the  Lord  Keener  of  the  Privy  Seal,  the  Grand 
Chamberlain  and  the  Vice  Grand  Chamborlain,  a  result  of  which  we  made 
a  proposal  to  the  following  effect:  The  Imperial  Conference  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  said  Cabinet  Decision  during  the  present  Incident  is 
of  different  nature  from,  and  should  not  be  considered  the  same  one 
as,  those  in  the  MEIJI  Era,  in  spite  of  their  same  name.  So-ealled 
Imperial  Conferences  should  be  consisted  on  principle,  of  those  who 
boar  responsibility  for  giving  advice'  to  His  Majesty.  The  Cabinet 
considered  this  proposal  as  reasonable  and  we  both  agreed  in  our  views 
that  the  Imperial  Conference  of  this  time  was  of  quite  a  different 
nature  from  those  in  the  MEIJI  Era. 


We  asked  His  Majesty  on  November  S  and  got  His  Majesty's  sanction 
to  have  the  Fourth  Imperial  Conference  from  2  P.M.  of  November  13, 
1940,  in  the  East  Ho.  1  Boom*  •

Be  Liaison  between  the  Imperial  General  Headquarters  and  the 

Government.  (The  Cabinet  Meeting  on  November  19,  1937).  With-  regard 

to  the  liaison  between  the  Imperial  General  Headquarters  and  the 
Government,  all  concerned  are  requested  to  arrange  as  follows: 

As  tho  unity  betwoen  plans  for  politics  and  war  is  most  important 
for  the  settlement  pf  .  the  Incident,  proper  measures  are  especially  re¬ 
quired  for  close. liaison  between  the  Imperial  General  Headquarters  and 
the  Government.  Though  the  liaison  should  of  course  be  effected  by  the 
Ministers  of  War  and  Navy,  the  Ministers  concerned  end  leaders  of  the 
Supreme  Command  of  the  Army  and  Navy  shall  hold  oonferenoes  in  case  of 
necessity  with  respect  to  important  matters  concerning  both  politics 
and  war  also  petitioning  the  Emperor  for  a  Counoil  in  the  Imperial 
presenoe  in  connection  with  especially  urgent  and  important  matters. 

,  The  Prime  Minister,  War  Minister,  Navy  Minister  and  other  neceaeaxy 
Ministers,-  Chief  of  the  Army  General  Staff  and  Chief  of  the  Naval  Gen¬ 
eral  Staff  shall  be  present  at  the  first-mentioned  oonferenoe  and  if 
necessary,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  also  Include  other  necessary  persons 
as  occasion  may  require. 
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The  latter  Councils  in  the  Imperial  pretence  shall  he  attended 
by  persons  summoned  by  the  Imperial  wishes  in  case  of  necessity  in 
addition  to  the  above-mentioned  Ministers.  Chief  of  the  Army  General 
Staff  and  Chief  of  the  Naval  General  Staff,  and  it  is  suggested*  that 
such  Councilo  be  petitioned  to  the  Emperor  ordinarily  by  the  Prime 
Sinister  or  both  Chiefs  of  Staff  after  the  consultation  between  the 
Imperial  General' Hs adquarters  and  the  Government.
